SWINE SEX CH ARACTERISTICS 


Strong Factors In Production of De- 
sirable Market Hogs—-Qualities 
ef Brood Sow.

In our breeding stock we should con 
sider sex characteristics, as they are 
strong factors in the production of de- 
sirable market hogs. The brood sow 
should be a good breeder, 4 good 
feeder, and of good type in order that 
she may transmit these characteristics 
to her offspring. She should be short- 
faced and wide between the eyes. She 
should be long, deep and reomy in 
body, wide through the hips, large and 
full in the heart girth. She should 
have good quality, good bone, fine balr. 
and be refined about the head and 
strong 
arch, her rump should be level and 
full, carrying its width te the tail bead. 
Her neck should be light on top be 
hind the ears but blending smoothly 
into the shoulders. Twelve well-devel- 
oped teats on a peat, nearly straight 
belly line should be found. The male 
abould be similar save the refinement; 
that is, he should be heavier in shoulk- 
der and possess 4 rugged masculine 
appearance, In neither male por fe 
male should the jow! be flabby, coarse, 
or wrinkled; tt should be full, frm, 
and compact.

The pulp and paper industry 
expanded very rapidly tn Canada — 
during the past ten years and it ap- 
pears that Canada is 


the wortd in the manufacture of palo . 
and paper products from wood. This) 
ia largely because of our extensive — 
natural resources of water-powers | 
and suitable tree species. [t is im- 
portant lo point out the opportunities 
and responsibilities for Canadian 
engineers in this technical industry. 
The consumption of paper increases | 
eo rapidly from year to year in the 
more highly developed countries that 
there ig¢ no indication of slackening 
development, at least for some years 
to come. Canada now has a total of 
about 90 milla many of which are 
large and of modern design. The ex- 
port figures for the calendar year 
1916 show that pulpwood, wood pulp 
and paper have inereased to nearly 
half of the total export value (ap- 
proximately $100,000,000) of all for- 
est products with the exception of 
the small proportion of specially 
manufactured articles. } 
The soft woods are the most im- | 
portant species for paper-making, 
spruce and baisam fir accounting for 
the bulk of the woods used with hem- 
tock, jack-pine, tamarack and other | 
conifers coming into more extensive , 
use.

The sulphite process is the most | 
important of the chemical processes | 
and in 1915 used 33.5 per cent. of tha; 
total pulpwood. The wood is chipped | 
and steamed in large digesters with; 
a solution of calcium (and magne- | 
sium) bisulphite containing free sul- 
phurous acid, which dissolves most 
of the lignin and other non-cellulose | 
material, amounting to about one- 
half of the dry weight of the wood. | 
Production pf sulphite pulp bas now | 
reached about 1,000 tons per day, | 
over half of which is used in the | 
manufacture of paper in Canada. Aa) 
important development is the in- 
crease in manufacture of bleached 
suiphite pulp for high-grade papers. 

Newsprint paper is by far the most 
important manufactured product in 
the pulp and paper industry and ts 
essentially a mixture of about 75 
parts of groundwood pulp and 25 
parts of sulpite pulp with suitable 
loading, sizing and coloring mater- 
jals. Canadian production now totals 
per day which is 
now over half the production of the 
United States. Only & amall propor- 
tion is needed for Canadian pews- 
papers so that about 89 per cent. is 
available for export chiefly to the 
United States. Other products made 
by mixing groundwood and sulphite 
pulps are hanging paper (wall 
paper), the cheaper grades of wrap- 
ping paper and book paper, container 
board for paper boxes, liners for cars 
and boxes. 

Sulphite pulp in the unbleached or 
bleached state is used for making 
many papers of the higher grades in- 
cluding print paper, book and writing 
tissues and wax paper.

| Devine Mountain T-Rail Teboggan 
Which Takes Them te Ghaft 
Openings In a Hurry. 

A queer gravity railroad scheme is 
| th use among the miners in the Inman 
district of Tennessee, not far from the 
tewn of South Pittsburg. The region 
has, by the way, more different kinds 
eans of transportation than any 

ot in the world. The range is from 
the steeply Incline@ cable road that 

runs up Lookout mountain, not #0 

many miles away, to the idea that the 

miners evolved for themselves after 
watching section bosses use gravity 
cars for coasting down the mountains. 
The mines nestle in a valley at the 
foot of a series of hills, and the rail- 
road track winds its tortuous way 
from the mine openings up to the 
heights that lead to the outside world. 
| Many of the miners live in the s#et- 
| tlements on the hills, and it is a long 
| way to the shaft openings. ‘One day 
some bright genius discovered that a 
| mule shoe would fit over the top: of 
the T-rall that marked the course of 
the railroad. 
| Tt was but an inventive step to at- 
| tach the shoe to a short board and 
then slip the mountain rail sled over 
| the track, says an exchange. Then all 
| Mr, Miner had to do was to balance 
| himself, pick up his feet and transport 
miner, pick and dinner bucket down 
the mountain to work. Of course, it 
‘was one way traffic for which the 
road got no money, but there was no 
| conductor, no strap hanging and no 
stopping to buy tickets on the mule 
shoe route. 
Barly any morning the stranger may 
} see the miners come along with their 
mule shoe toboggans, calmly take @ 
| seat and begin the descent. 
| A pick handle, stick or the foot 
| serves as a brake to regulate the speed 
lof the incline railway. As the shoes 
| wear smooth from contact with the 
| rail they pick up speed, and at times 

a couple of daring coal diggers will 

race on opposite rails from the top to 
| the bottom. But as a rule they take 
| the trip carefully and earnestly so as 
| net to Interfere with. the rights of the 
| road that may belong to a neighbor 
| before or after them. 

The scheme, of course, will not work 
up hill, and the rond has to bring the 
| men back on crowded cars that are not 
| so comfortable or extffwrating as the 
| individual coasters that come scooting 
| down the mountain in the morning.

with a rush and roar from the heart 

of glaciers, and = after hurrying 

through rocky canyons, distribute the | 
melted snow and ice from the flanks 
of the mountains to the thirsty low- 
lands. 

The majority of the rivers of the 
Pacific Northwest are of glacial ori- 
gin. The gigantic peaks of the Cas- 
cade, Coast, and Olympic ranges act 
as great natural refrigerators, hold- 
ing within their icy embrace all the} 
moisture that falls upon their slopes. | 
Thus the precipitation which would 
otherwise be quickly dissipated in 
disastrous floods and freshets, is con- 
served and allowed to escape slowly 
through the medium of the glaciers | 
and the glacial streams. No less than 
a score of ice-fed torrents have their 
origin in the great giacial system of 
Mount. Ranier alone. 

A glacier is not 4 stationary blan- 
ket of snow, clinging inert to the 
mountain slopes. Lt is a slow-moving, 
stream-like body of ice, descending | 
the steep sides of the mountain dy | 
reason of its own weight. | 

ub in the region of the eternal 
snowfields the glacier begins its ca-) 
reer. Here the snow piles up against } 
the rock-walls until it attains suffi- 
cient depth and weight to acquire | 
movement. As the mass slowly 
moves away from the rock, huge cre 
vasses known as “bergechrunds” are 
formed. 

Viewed from above, nothing is to 
be seen in these great gashes -but 
clean snow, piled layer upon layer. 
For sev thousands of feet the 
snow retains its granular consistency. 
Then, as tributary fields add to ita 
wolume, and the pressure is increas- 
ed as the glacier ploughs its way 
through narrow confines, over-riding 
every obstacle in its path, the snow 
in gradually transformed into ice of 
an intense indigo hue. 

It -hbas now become & veritable 
froxen river, flowing between 
jel banks of rock, of an average width 
of balf a mile, Its surface possesses 
the sombre Nant of old ice, relieved by 
patches of snow in the yawning fis- 
gurea that run athwart the glacier 
and divide its surface into irregularly 
formed sections. 

Gradually the glacier becomes cov- 
ered with debris, consisting of rock 
fragments, dirt and rock-flour, 40 
that the real color of the frozen river 
is obscured. Starting from a height 
of about 10,000 feet above sea-level, 
the glacial streams maintain their 
solidarity until they have descended 
te about 4,000 feet. They vary in 
length from four to six miles, and 
their average movement is 16 inches 
per day. 

Over the roughened surface of the 
glacier trickle countless rills formed 
by the melting of the snow and ice. 
These tiny rivulets, by uniting, form 
awift streams that go coursing over 
the glacier, to be later engulfed by 
the deeper crevasses. With musical 
tinklings and roarings they rush in- 
to the interior of the ice-mass and 
finally find their way down to its ut- 
most depths. 

At the “snout” or 
the glacier rears its 
chocolate-colored ice several hundred 
feet in height, the accumulated wat- 
ers burst forth from icy caverns a5 
full-fledged rivers. They leave the 
glaciers heavily impregnated with 
powdered scoria and rock-flour. These 
minute parti¢les remain long in 5us- 
pension and impart to the water & 
characteristic milky hue. This color 
the river retain for many miles, and 
as they flow through the lowlands 
on their journey to the #ea, they 
thus proclaim their glacier origin. 

Glacial rivers, being nourished by 
melting ice, act in a Manner contrary 
to ordinary streams. In the winter 
and spring they are at their lowest 
stages, while. during the summer and 
autumn they attain their greatest 
size. Thus they furnish an abundant 
supply when it is most needed.
